THE UNIVERSITY BOAT RACE. 
London, April 6, 
The fitty-fourth boat raco between the 
<} representatives of Oxford und Cambridge 
Universities can only be remembered as 
‘being rowed on a very cold day, and as ono 
of the most, unequal matches ever scen on 
the Thumes. For thie but few of those 
who had watched the crews during their 
practice at Putnoy could have been’ un- 
prepared, as iron the first it has been 
obvious that the Oxford crew wus excep. 
tionally fast, while there has Leon nothing 
to lead to the conclusion. that the Cant- 
bridge men were possessed of any great 
ace ; snd the difference in the two styles, 
which has ull along been most markéd, was 
never more prononnced than during the 
yaeo itself. e 
The weather was not altogether fuvour- 
able for rowing. A cold: south-east wind 
ruffled the nurfaco of tho water, and heavy 
masses of Jeaden-colonred clouds threitened 
an downpaur. Happily, spectators were 
spated this additional discomfort, and were 
able to watch tlic race undrenched by those 
driving showers of evld rain, and even hail, 
which interfered with their enjoyment last 
year. Although the race waa not rowed 
unti) about twenty-five minutes past two 
welock, the crowd was undor rather than 
over the average. There could be no 
toubt, however, of the reality of their in- 
terest. Even those who may not have 
known one emt of beat from the other 
realised that they were looking upon a trial 
of skill and endurance wifich appeals to the 
inslinets of every Englishmans It has be- 
came the fashion ta speak of the Boat 
Race us vulgarised, and to regret the days 
when only a few old Blues went down to 
Putney, or Barnes, or Murtlake, to deplore 
the degeneracy of their successor in the 
art.of rowing. These veterans, no doubt, 
have less room to dance about the towing: 


path like freshmep daring the Torpid races, 
put they ought to derive consulation fron 
the wider imterest taken in river sports. 
Une has only to hear the comments of the 
spectators to understand that their atten- 
tion is centred, not so much on ‘ the odds,’ 
as on the race itself, the relative merits “| 


the crews, and the style of rowing. Som 

of these comments may surprise and amuse 
the expert, but they are at least an iudica- 
tion that the ‘vulgarising’ of the Boat 
Race id not due entirely to the fact 
that tho odds appear’ in the prices cur- 
rent at Tattersall’s. The truth is that, 
in ‘the popular estimatioi, the battle 
of the Blues is the firs: event in Spring 
that affords cxcuse for — renewing 
acquaintance with the river. How keen 
and general is the enthusinsin everyone 
knows who has found himself at Waterloo 
Station or on_ the District Railway a few 
hours before the ra ‘Train aftor 


uses, and other vehich 
to some point on the river whence a view 
nay bo had, Those who go by water aro 
fewer than in the days when the paddle 
fcet that followed the crews was not limit- 
ed to four. Still, there were small craft of 
al) kinds lining the river, while ateam- 
lasunches—the abomination of all trae cars- 
men—swarmed in the renches above Putney 
until the moment arrived for takin their 
‘stations. 5 

Long hefore two o'clock the riverside was 
crowded from Putney Bridge te Mortla 
The galleries of the bout 
with ladies, who took a ui 
contest, and displayed the colours of the 
rivals. A steady de was noti 
light blue fayoura, Kve 
which that shade of blue is supposes 
have cannot withstand a long run of bad 
luck. Dark blue prevaiied, theugh some 
people adopted the compruinise of most.of 
tho inns near the river, and wore tho two 
colours side hy side, This paltering with 
tho necessity of taking sides was nut vory 
popular, and disappeared ‘with suspicious 
rapidity as-soon as the result of the race 
became known. In .an eust.wind a crowd 
by tho river sidé has need of the sustaining 
warmth of enthusiasm, At Putney there 
is always the prospect of catchiig a glimpso 
of a member, of the crews, a picee of-. good 
fortuno which many spectators think an 
adequute reward for vheir patience. Other 
pointsfalong the banks of the river offer 
trancous attractions, in the shapo of fairs 
and gipsy encampments, But for the inost 
part the people have to fall back upon 
themselves for amusement. The wind and 
weather, the state of the water, and the 4 
style of the crews are cagerly discussed, and 
no ong complains if the sole reward of two 
hours’ wailing is a glimpse for five or six 
‘seconds of the crews as they dash by. 
Viawed from the bank or frum the river, 
the spectacle on Saturday was animated’ 
and. picturesque. Though. the skies wore 
heavy, ond @ chilly touch in the air’ 
reminded us that we are scarcely on 


Oxford crow in the race, for they reacho 
the steps in 2min, 19s2¢., being then about 
six’ fect in front, this being inctessed to 
half a length at Walden’s. Above this 
point tho wind caught the Oxford boat and 
carricd hor in towarda the Surrey share, a0 
that on passing the mile-post the Cam- 
bridge crew had gained about a quarter of 
a fongth on their opponents, tho time being 
Smin. 65sec., another best on record, 
Before this Mr Gold had acttled down com- 
fortably to stroke of thirty-two to the 
minute, Mr Ternio. setting his men two 
atrukes a minute more, Lut was unable to 
hold the leaders, who were grvdually going 
away, until, nbove the Crab Troe, a slight 
spurt on the part of the Cantaba reduced 
‘the advantage held by the Oxford men to 
a short half length. As sour, however, as 
Mr Fernie's effort had died_away tho Ox- 
ford craft drew further in front, and, aa 
the Cunbridge coxswain took what used to 
be called the Soap Works point rather 
wide, his boat lust more pround, and an- 
other spurl on the’part of Mr Fernia waa 


productive «f no other result than en 
abling the nose of the Cambridge hoat 
to overlap the stern of the Oxford craft 
at Hammersmith Bridge, the Tinin, 20sec. 
being identical with tho record _mnde 
by the Dark Blues in 189%.  Beforo 
renching the Bridge Mr Guld had drop- 
ped to thirty-one strokes a minute, and 
above there the noses of both craft 
were pointed rathor too much towards the 
Middlesex shore: but at Beffen's two or 
three feet of daylight were visible hetween 
them, and then, on- the boats being 
straightened, the Dark Blues, with the 
bend in their: favour, so rapidly increased 
their lead, though rowing thirty-one only 
to the thirty-four of Cambridge, that at the 
Oi! Mills they held an advantage of a length 
or mores ‘This was doubled in another 
three hundred yards or so, the reason pos- 
sibly being that the wind, blowing diagon- 
ally from the Surrey shore, somewhat in- 


been rowing at high pressure nil the way 
up. “Al any rite, whatever the reason, the 
fact remains, and so quickly did the 


were quite four lengths ahead at. Chiswick 
Church, where yet another record was made, 
the Oxford time (11min. 31sec.) being two 
seconds fastor than tho record made hy tho 
Oxford crew of 1893, On entering Horse 
Reach, Mr Fernio was still rowing thirty- 
four strokes to the minute, but on feeling 
the crosa wind, which began to blow with 
some force, he dropped to thirty-three for 
a while, and a3 the leaders were taking mat- 
ter remarkably easily the Cambridgo men 
hegan to go up slightly, until, at Barnes 
Bridge, the Oxford crew, whose time was 16 
min, exactly led by less than they had done 
Chiswiek Church, the Cantabs being eleven 
seconds, or gbout three lengths, behind. 
Mr- Fernie now gesumed his former stroke 
of thirty-four to the minute, but quickened

Although defeated, the Cambridge men 
may console themselves with the reflection 
that they were pitted against an exception- 
ally fast crew, iMferior in point of speed, 
perhaps, to none ever sent out from Ox- 
ford, 
that, so far as could be seen from astern, 
the losers preserved their form to the end, 


but at times, notably at the Distillery, 
the Doves, and off the Bull’s Head, 
Barnes, there was a tendency to row 
short. This, however, is not to be won- 
dered wt, for the men were working 
their hardest from start to finish. Oxford, 
on the other hand, with the almost cer- 
tainty of success after the first mile 
and a-half had been covered, wero not 
hurricd,“ and so could afford to row up 
to their best form, " Having regard to 
the fact that the winners were never 
pressed after Hammersmith, and yet made 
such good time—the time for the whole 
course has been beaten once only, in 1893 
—it isa pity that they could not have met 
a crew fast enough to force them to their 
best oxertions from end to end of the raco, 
which need hardly be said, was not of so 
exciting a kind as that of last year, when
